QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 


r  We  have  arranged  the  following  questions 

and  answers  to  give  you  some  general  infor¬ 
mation  relative  to  glads.  More  detailed  in¬ 
formation  may  be  secured  with  the  purchase 
of  a  recent  copy  of  the  “Gladolius”  issued 
by  the  N.  E.  G.  S.  at  a  cost  of  only  $1.00. 
Also  if  you  have  some  problem  we  will  assist 
you  if  we  have  the  available  data. 

NOTE:  MINUET  98%  as  we  list  has  some 
rogues  of  Break  O’Day  which  flowers  well 
10  days  before  Minuet.  Both  flower  well 
from  small  bulbs.  In  the  season  19  37  we 
found  about  one-half  of  one  percent,  how¬ 
ever,  we  are  listing  it  as  98%  pure. 

QUESTION:  Can  you  give  me  a  list  of  the 
best  varieties  of  Glads? 

ANSWER:  I  can  give  you  a  list  of  what 
I  personally  regard  as  the  best  varieties, 
however,  some  other  growers  may  not  agree 
with  the  list  I  give.  There  is  the  difference 
of  performance  in  different  soils,  climates 
and  environments.  There  is  also  the  differ¬ 
ence  of  the  individual  opinion  of  growers 
as  to  what  constitutes  the  most  desirable 
qualities.  Perhaps  there  are  as  many  dif¬ 
ferent  lists  of  the  best  varieties  as  there 
are  growers.  We  need  more  than  lists  that 
are  largely  the  result  of  individual  opinion. 
We  should  have  a  method  of  securing  aver¬ 
aged  opinion  which  results  from  averaged 
experience.  Such  a  plan  is  outlined  in  our 
19  37  catalogue  under  title  of  the  Cooper¬ 
ators  Gladiolus  Test  Gardens  which  has  over 
thirty  cooperators  at  date  located  in  perhaps 
twenty  states.  The  objective  of  this  research 
group  is  to  give  more  general  information 
than  now  generally  available  to  the  public. 
If  interested  write  to  Prof.  R.  C.  Allen,  Dept,  of  Floriculture  and  Ornamental  Horti¬ 
culture,  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture,  Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  N.  Y.  and 
you  will  be  informed  how  you  may  become  a  cooperator.  The  Empire  State 
Gladiolus  Society  has  charge  of  this  work  and  reports  of  findings  will  be  published 
in  their  Gladiolus  Bulletin.  The  membership  is  $1.00  per  year  and  on  another  page

QUESTION:  What  are  the  principal  causes  of  mixed  stocks  of  Gladiolus  Bulbs? 
ANSWER:  The  principal  causes  are,  first  in  the  handling.  This  need  not  al¬ 
ways  be  careless  handling.  A  bulb  or  bulblet  dropping  some  distance  on  a  hard 
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surface  will  rebound.  The  distance  of  such  rebound  is  not  always  fully  considered. 
Perhaps  one  of  the  most  prolific  sources  of  mixed  stock  are  the  work  of  mice  in  the 
storage  rooms.  They  carry,  small  bulbs  and  bulblets  and  it  is  surprising  how  much 
they  may  carry,  before  discovery  is  made.  They  carry  bulbs  and  bulblets  from  one 
container  to  another.  They  feed  mainly  on  small  bulbs  and  bulblets,  but  I  suppose 
it  is  possible  for  them  to  carry  much  stock  even  where  no  trace  of  feeding  may  be 
visible.  Using  the  same  soil  too  often,  even  where  the  ground  freezes,  is  another 
cause  of  mixture.  It  is  surprising  how  long  glads  may  remain  in  some  type  soils. 
Bulblets  often  remain  in  vital  condition  in  an  ordinary  storage  several  years.  What  is 
known  as  variability  or  bud  variation,  common  with  plants  and  trees,  as  well  as  with 
glads,  is  also  a  possible  cause  of  mixed  stock.  This  trait  causes  what  we  know  as 
mutants  or  sports  which  are  changed  colors  or  other  characteristics  much  different 
than  that  of  the  original  plant.  The  N.  Y.  State  experiment  station  at  Geneva,  N.  Y. 
has  given  out  the  information  that  there  are  some  sixty  known  sports  of  the 
Delicious  apple.  As  many  of  you  know  potato  growers  often  practice  hill  selection 
of  seed  potatoes  to  maintain  true  type  seed.  We  have  found  that  where  this 
sporting  takes  place  with  bulbs  or  bulblets  too  small  to  flower,  then  you  have  a 
direct  cause  of  mixture. 

QUESTION:  What  are  the  best  methods  to  use  in  removing  strays  or  rogues  and 
producing  pure  stock  after  your  stock  has  been  somewhat  mixed? 

ANSWER:  Due  to  the  fact  that  only  a  very  small  percent  of  bulblets  ever 
flower  the  first  year  and  also  due  to  the  fact  that  a  very  large  percent  of  the  small 
bulbs  they  produce  flower  to  but  a  limited  degree  in  the  second  year  it  may  require 
the  third  year  before  you  discover  a  slight  mixture  among  the  original  bulblets 
planted.  In  order  to  secure  true  to  name  bulblets  will  require  that  you  save  bulblets 
from  flowering  size  bulbs  only,  but  even  then  you  cannot  be  sure  that  every  bulb 
planted  will  produce  a  spike  of  bloom,  as  you  know  glads  more  often  produce  but  one 
flower  spike  than  many.  This  is  often  long  and  sometimes  quite  brittle.  It  may 
be  broken  off  in  cultivating  or  by  storms  and  high  winds  or  worms  and  insects  may 
feed  on  some  stems  and  cut  them  off  and  one  or  more  rogues  may  be  among  the  bulbs 
that  were  not  enabled  to  produce  a  spike  of  bloom.  Even  if  one  single  rogue 
survived  you  will  have  the  same  process  all  over  again. 

QUESTION:  Should  the  husk  or  bulb  covering  be  removed  in  the  Fall? 

ANSWER:  It  is  desirable  to  leave  as  much  of  the  covering  on  the  bulbs  as 
possible.  This  is  a  natural  protection  against  excessive  drying  and  is  most  important 
with  small  bulbs  and  bulblets.  Where  the  quantity  permits  this  covering  may  be 
removed  a  short  time  before  planting.  With  large  plantings  the  cost  and  labor 
involved  makes  it  impractical  to  remove  all  of  the  outer  coverings. 

QUESTION:  What  is  the  best  size  to  purchase  for  growing  cut  flowers? 

ANSWER:  For  greenhouse  use  or  for  extra  early  bloom  and  the  largest  average 
spike  the  #  1-2  sizes  are  to  be  preferred.  For  main  crop  outside,  with  most  of  the 
popular  commercial  varieties,  the  #  3  in  particular  if  young  bulbs,  are  the  most 
desirable,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  fact  has  been  discovered  as  we  find  our  #  3 
size  one  of  the  most  popular  sizes  we  list.  The  size  gives  spikes  often  nearly  equal 
in  length  to  that  produced  from  #1-2 — in  some  instances  even  better.  A  #3 
seldom  gives  more  than  one  spike  but  all  large  bulbs  do  not  always  produce  two  or 
more  spikes  and  as  a  rule  you  get  about  two  #  3  at  the  approximate  cost  of  one 

#  1  size.  On  an  average  it  requires  at  least  ten  days  longer  to  flower  the  #  3  size. 

QUESTION:  What  is  the  best  planting  size  to  purchase:  #4-5  or  6? 

ANSWER:  The  answer  to  this  question  depends  on  the  purpose  for  which  the 
stock  is  wanted.  With  most  leading  commercials,  in  particular  the  tall  tree  flower¬ 
ing  kinds,  the  #  4  size  often  gives  nearly  as  good  a  spike  as  the  #  3  size.  As  it  is 
nearly  always  grown  from  a  bulblet  or  a  very  small  #6  it  is  a  very  young  bulb 
and  will  produce  largely  #  1  bulbs  in  the  fall,  and  perhaps  the  maximum  of  bulblets. 
The  #4,  like  the  #3,  has  a  wide  utility  value  but  requires  about  two  weeks  longer 
to  flower  than  large  bulbs.  The  #  5  size  will  likely  produce  as  many  bulblets  as 
well  as  average  almost  as  many  #  1  bulbs  under  fair  culture,  however,  the  spikes 
will  not  average  as  long,  but  even  last  year,  in  a  very  dry  year,  we  cut  Picardy  from 

#  5  where  the  stems  were  over  three  ft.  long.  With  most  varieties  all  or  nearly  all 

#  5  flower.  A  few  varieties  are  exceptions.  #  6  size  is  much  lower  in  price,  but 

does  not  flower  so  freely.  With  some  of  the  very  free  flowering  varieties  #  6  do 

flower  almost  100%  but  this  does  not  hold  good  for  all  varieties.  #6  do  not 

produce  as  many  #  1  size,  however,  with  such  varieties  that  tend  to  produce  extra 
large  #1  sizes  often  up  to  3"  or  more  such  as  Aflame,  Minuet,  Picardy,  Nuthall 

etc.  the  #  6  size  do  produce  a  large  average  of  #  1  sizes. 
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QUESTION:  Will  glads  grow  in  partial  shade? 

ANSWER:  Glade  should  have  full  sunlight  and  not  be  planted  too  near  trees 
and  shrubs  as  the  roots  of  these  often  extend  great  distances.  They  will  produce 
some  results  where  there  is  more  or  less  shade  for  a  part  of  the  day  but  for  the 
best  results  give  full  exposure  to  the  sun. 

QUESTION:  What  constitutes  a  mutant  or  sport? 

ANSWER:  A  mutant  or  sport  is  some  individual  plant  of  any  one  variety  that 
changes  the  color  of  its  bloom  or  the  color  of  its  fruit,  or  foliage  or  individual 
flowers.  The  N.  Y.  State  Experiment  Sta.  at  Geneva  specializes  in  the  production 
of  new  and  improved  fruits.  They  state  that  there  are  some  sixty  known  apple 
sports  of  the  “Delicious”  apple.  The  well  known  green  and  white  striped  Yucca  is  a 
sport  of  the  common  green  type.  We  have  many  named  glads  that  have  originated 
as  sports  and  not  as  seedlings.  Seed  growers  must  be  on  the  constant  watch  for  all 
slight  variations  of  type.  If  they  did  not  watch  their  seed  crop  with  care  they 
could  not  maintain  a  high  average  true  to  type  seed. 

QUESTION:  What  are  the  best  disinfectants  and  fumigants  and  methods  of  use? 

ANSWER:  This  question  involves  so  much  space  and  time  that  I  suggest  that 
you  secure  a  recent  year  book  of  the  NEGS,  called  “The  Gladiolus”  at  a  cost  of 
$1.00.  This  book  will  have  many  pages  of  up-to-the-minute  information  and  is 
written  by  well  known  experts  in  their  particular  line  of  research.

f  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  red  gladiolus  ever  offered,  we 
grow  Eewi  Fallu,  and  while  the  latter  is  a  most  outstanding 
red,  it  is  entirely  different  in  type,  it  is  an  improved  Bill  Sow- 
den,  while  American  Commander,  is  an  improved  Commander 
Koehl,  if  we  may  use  the  expression  a  glorified  Com.  Koehl, 
we  will  abbreviate  American  Commander,  for  commercial  usage  as  Am. 
Com,  or  Am.  Commander. 

American  Commander,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  outstanding  red,  for 
commercial  usage,  much  taller  than  Rewi  Fallu,  although  the  latter  is  of 
good  heighth,  but  Am.  Com.  with  its  “free  flowering”  qualities,  tall 
strong  spikes,  and  keeping  qualities,  is  in  the  very  top  notch  class  with 
Picardy  and  others  of  this  class,  but  will  likely  give  even  better  spikes 
from  very  small  bulbs  than  will  Picardy.  Below  is  Originators 
description: 


AMERICAN  COMMANDER,  somewhat  resembles  one  of  its 
parents  Commander  Koehl,  but  has  larger  florets,  far  better  place¬ 
ment,  taller  and  a  more  robust  grower,  with  extra  wide,  heavy 
dark  green  foliage,  long  flower  head,  and  long,  straight  stem, 
spikes  usually  carrying  seven  to  eight  open  flowers  at  one  time,  under 
ordinary  field  culture,  (don’t  know  what  it  would  do  if  given  special 
cultural  conditions)  The  color  is  a  lovely  clear,  medium  red,  much 
brighter  than  “Koehl”  and  with  more  luster  and  sheen,  a  solid  color 
with  no  markings  or  flakings,  gives  a  fine  spike  under  most  any  condi¬ 
tion  of  soil  or  climate,  from  all  sizes  of  bulbs,  a  uniform  consistent  pro¬ 
ducer  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  produces  such  a  tall  spike,  it  does  not 
“lop  over”  like  some  tall  growers,  it  produces  bulblets  liberally,  even 
from  the  older  large  bulbs,  bulblets  germinate  well  and  make  good 
growth,  opens  well  when  cut  very  tight  in  the  bud.  Prices  this  season 
are  as  below,  stock  is  limited  and  we  will  not  release  bulblets  this  season.

AMANDA  is  rated  to  become  one  of  the  BEST  COMMERCIAL  Gladiolus  grown. 
Due  to  the  earliness  of  this  variety  it  will  be  in  great  demand  by  the  florists  every¬ 
where.  This  Glad,  is  the  IDEAL  GLAD  for  the  Northern  grower  with  their  short 
growing  season. 

AMANDA  is  a  deep  salmon  pink  with  a  soft  yellow  throat  which  blends  beauti¬ 
fully.  Has  six  to  eight  5  inch  florets  open  at  one  time;  spikes  tall  and  straight.  It 
usually  averages  a  50  inch  spike  although  the  past  season  we  cut  some  60  inches 
long  (without  injuring  the  bulb).  Another  feature  of  this  glad  is  good  placement  of 
florets.  They  all  face  forward  and  are  of  good  substance  which  accounts  for  its 
lasting  qualities.  Plants  are  very  vigorous. 

AMANDA  bloomed  in  6  0  days  from  large  bulbs  in  our  field  this  year. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  this  glad  bloomed  so  early  prevented  us  from  entering  it  in 
competition  at  the  National  Gladiolus  Show  at  Columbus,  Ohio  as  well  as  the  Ohio 
State  Glad  Show.  We  did,  however,  have  two  baskets  of  blooms,  from  small  bulbs, 
at  the  National  Glad  Show  which  received  much  favorable  comment. 

You  commercial  growers  who  are  looking  for  a  glad  to  make  money,  grab 
this  one  at  once.  I  believe  AMANDA  will  be  just  as  good  an  EARLY  glad  as 
Picardy  is  a  MID-SEASON  and  Betty  Nuthall  is  a  LATE. 

AMANDA  is  a  very  vigorous  grower  and  produces  a  great  amount  of  large 
bulblets.  Bulblets  germinate  fine.  The  hull  on  the  bulblets  are  almost  like  paper. 
Because  this  glad  is  such  a  great  increaser  it  is  bound  to  take  the  place  of  some 
of  the  glads  now  on  the  market  that  are  hard  to  keep  going.  We  grew  quite  a  few 

#  1  and  #  2  bulbs  from  bulblets  this  year.  This  was  regular  field  grown  stock 

and  received  no  special  care.  — HOWARD  UHRIG.

AMANDA  has  all  the  earmarks  of  being  a  good  commercial  cutting  glad,  with 
good  stems  and  florescence,  on  even  small  bulbs,  it  seems  to  possess  the  qualities  of 
standing  hard  shipping  conditions  with  a  minimum  of  loss.

PLANT  PATENTS  DO  NOT  MEAN  QUALITY 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Patent  Office,  which  bureau  comes 
under  the  Commerce  Department,  that  some  nurserymen  and  flower  growers  have 
been  trading  on  the  assumption  that  plant  patents  are  a  guarantee  of  quality  or 
merit.  This  is  an  incorrect  or  false  holding  and  the  Patent  Office  has  issued  the 
following  notice  (From  Florida  Grower)  : 

“U.  S.  Patent  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.,  Feb.  23,  1937. 

“This  Office  has  been  informed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  there 
appears  to  be  a  widespread  impression  that  the  issuing  of  a  plant  patent  is  the 
equivalent  of  an  endorsement  by  the  government  of  high  quality  and  merit  of  the 
plant  patented;  and  that  some  nurserymen  are  giving  this  interpretation  to  the  signi¬ 
ficance  of  a  plant  patent. 

Such  an  interpretation  is  absolutely  incorrect.  Under  the  terms  of  the  patent 
statute  any  “distinct  and  new  variety  of  plant”  that  is  assexually  propagated,  except 
tuber-propagated  plants,  may  under  specified  conditions  be  patented.  The  one  and 
only  implication  which  can  be  drawn  from  the  grant  of  this  patent,  so  far  as  the 
Government  is  concerned  is  that  the  plant  of  patent  is  “distinct  and  new.” 

There  have  been  238  plant  patents  issued  to  date.

Our  Location 
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On  Clark  St.  (or  Armor  Rd.)  is  mid¬ 
way  between  Hamburg  and  Armor 
and  almost  opposite  the  Hamburg 
Fair  Grounds  and  less  than  500  feet 
from  the  corner  of  McKinley  Blvd. 
and  Clark  Street  and  just  about  two 
miles  off  of  U.  S.  Route  No.  20 — all 
improved  and  paved  highways.  Our 
bulb  farms  are  located  some  18  miles 
from  our  location  on  Clark  Street  as 
indicated  by  the  arrow,  see  extreme 
left  on  the  map,  at  Angola.  This  is 
within  a  few  miles  of  our  plantings. 


MINUET  BULBLETS:  Between  one  and  one  and  a  half  million  bulblets  of 
Minuet  planted  in  this  field,  were  planted  in  May  and  produced  a  fair  percentage  of 
saleable  bloom  in  September.  Some  of  these  flowers  sold  for  2c  or  more  on  the 
wholesale  market.  Even  where  a  field  is  covered  with  bulblet  bloom,  only  a  small  per¬ 
centage  of  all  bulblets  planted  will  flower.  Bulbs  that  attain  a  size  of  #  4  or  larger 
often  produce  these  bulblet  spikes.  We  do  not  plant  small  bulbs  with  our  bulblets. 
No  irrigation  was  used.  This  is  our  1937  bulblet  stock. 


ALBATROSS  BULBLETS:  Planted  in  May  and  the  photograph  taken  in  Sep¬ 
tember  1937.  Measuring  from  the  ground  to  the  tips  of  the  leaves  of  these  plants 
most  of  them  are  from  three  to  three  and  one-half  feet  long.  Abatross  seldom 
flowers  from  bulblets,  however,  here  and  there  you  will  notice  a  tall  spike.  Notice 
the  even  uniform  growth  of  plants.  No  irrigation  was  used,  There  is  another  view 
of  this  field  of  Albatross  elsewhere  in  the  catalogue.
